DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the application and preliminaiy amendment, both 
filed July 12, 2001. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Per Applicants' request, the specification and claims 3-11 have been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C § 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and iiseful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent 
thenef or, subject to the conditions and requirements of this tide. 

4. The invention as disclosed in claims 1-11 are directed to non-statutory subject 
matter. While the claims are in the technological arts, they are not limited to "a 
practical application of an abstract idea which produced a useful, concrete, and 
tangible result" State Street Bank &: Trust v. Signature Financial Group. Inc.. 149 F. 
3d 1368, 1375 n. 9 (Fed. Gn 1998) . 

Specifically, claims 1 and 7 are directed to a method for generating information 
models comprising generating in coded form a master information model and 
generating one or more product-specific information models. Applicants fail to 
disclose that this method for generating information models, which are software 
components, has practical applications that produce useful, concrete, and tangible 
results under the State Street Formulation, 

Qaims 10 and 11 are directed to an information-processing system 
and a software product for implementing the above method. The information- 
processing system and the software product are interpreted to be software 
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components, i.e., computer program per se. Applicants thus fail to disclose that the 
information-processing system and the software product for generating information 
models are tangibly embodied and executed by a piece of hardware and that their 
functions have practical applications which produce useful, concrete, and tangible 
results under the State Street Formulation. 

On this basis, claims 1, 7, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101. 

Qaims 2-9, which depend from claim 1, are also rejected for the same reasons. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102
